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INTRODUCTION . 1 

. Statement I. 

1. Number of institutions. — In the session 1917-1S them wort; 51 institutions 3 affiliated 
or belonging to the Calcutta University counting the Post-Graduate Classes in Arts and 
tho Post-Graduate Classes in Science, as separate institutions. Of these 2 are in Burma, 
3 are in Assam and ojie is in Cooeh Bohar and the remaining 15 aro in the Bengal 
Presidency, 23 of theso being in Calcutta? aytl 22 in tho mufassal. Of the 4"> institutions 
in tho Bengal Presidency," 13 aro maintained by Government, 15 are aided institutions, 
3 are maintained by the University, 1 is maintained by a municipal board and the rest 
(13) are private colleges. The Cooeh Bchar College is maintained by the Cooeh Bohar 
Dari tar. 

In Bengal there aro 8 missionary colleges of which 0 are in Calcut ta. 

Tho number of the women’s colleges is 3, all in Calcutta. 

There aro 12 professional colleges : 2 medical, 1 engineering, 5 training colleges for 
teachers and 3 law eollegos in Bengal. There is 1 law college in Assam ; then; is no profes- 
sional college in Burma. 

2. Number of students in Calcutta University. — The total number of students in the 
Calcutta University including all grades in 1917-18 was 27.290. 3 The number was distri- 
buted as follows: — engineering 98; medicine, 1,205; training college students, 117 ; law, 
2,821; post-graduate students in arts, 1,1-79; post-graduate students in science, 199; under- 
graduate students in arts and science in Calcutta colleges 11,158 (of whom -1,095 were in the 
B. A. and B. 8c. classes); including undergraduate students in arts and science in the 
mufassal colleges Cooeh Bchar, 9,1-88, of whom 1,737 were in the B. A. and B. Sc. classes; 
undergraduate students in Assam, 810; undergraduate students in Burma 708. 

3. Number of students in Calcutta. — In Calcutta there were altogether 15,853 students 
of whom 98 belonged to the Civil Engineering College, Sibpur* 1,205 to tho two medical 
colleges, 51 to the training colleges and t lie remaining 1 1-, 1-90 students to arts, science and 
law. The number of tho graduate st udents 2 was 3,338 and the number of undergraduate 
students was 11, 158. 1 The number of female students in Calcutta reading in women’s 
colleges was 189. Tho number of intermediat e students in Calcutta was 7,063. 

4. {(f) Calculation of the number of the students to be provided for in the reconstituted 
Teaching University of Calcutta. — In calculating this number we have made no allowance 
for the rate of incroase ; our calculations are based on the figures of 1917-18. Of the 11,158 
undergraduate studonts in arts and science in the Calcutta* colleges 7,003 were in the inter- 
mediate and 4,095 in tho B. A. and B. Se. classes. We have recommended that tho B. A. 
and B. Sc. courses should ultimately bo extended from 2 to 3 years which will increase the 
numbor of students by 50 per cont.; the number of undergraduate students in the reconsti- 
tuted University of Calcutta will therefore be G,142. If we add the post-graduate students 
in arts and science, and the students in law, medicine, engineering and teaching, wc obtain a 
total of 10,837 students. 

(b) Number of students in the mufassal colleges after the separation of tlie intermediate 
colleges. — Tho number of students in the mufassal colleges, excluding Dacca, will bo 2,005. 
This has been arrived at by increasing the number of students in the B. A. and B. Sc. 
classes by 50 per cent, on account of the extension of the courses from 2 to 3 years. 


Statement II. 

5. Rejected or * failed ’ candidates . — We have discussed in Chapters If VIT, paragraphs 
101-102, and XL, paragraph 31-, the question whether tho rejected candidate.* should be 
•compelled to go through the whole course again. In this connexion it is interesting to note 
that 1,400 students rejoined the fourth year class after failing in the B. A. examination and 
2,545 students rejoined the second year class after their failure in the intermediate examin- 
ation. The largest numbers of rejected candidates are in Vidyasagav College, 009 ; llipon 
College, 435 ; Bangabasi Colloge, 394 ; and City College, 382. If candidates rejected at tho

graduate students in Calcutta would be diminished by 925. 

6. Number of students to be, provided for in (he first gear class of the proposed Inter- 
mediate Colleges . — The number of the students who joined the first year course of the 
Bengal colleges in 1917-18 was G,G34, excluding Medicine and Engineering. The number of 
students who passed the matriculation examination from the high schools of Bengal in 1916- 
17 was 8,319. In the year 1917-18, 70 1- per cent, of the students who passed the matricula- 
tion examination continued their studios in the intermediate classes. Wc may safely 
conclude that a little over 75 per cent, of the students who pass tlie matriculation or ‘high 
school ’ examination will join the first year course of an intermediate college. 1 2 * (Statements 
I and II.) 


Statement III. 

7. Distribution of students according to local i t ;/.— S tatemo n t III which summarises the 
distribution of students according to their locality, indicates the migratory nature of the 
Bengal students. A little less than half the number of tho students in nearly every colloge 
come from other districts. The largest number of students come from Calcutta and its 
suburbs which contribute a total of 3,453. Dacca district contributes 2,968 students and 
Mymensiugh district, contributes 1,1-81 closely followed by Faridpur district with 1,472. In 
our scheme for the distribution of intermediate colleges,- wo have considered the number of 
students who passed the matriculation examination -of 1918 from the various districts as well 
as the number of the students drawn from each locality as indicated in Statement III.

8. Muslim students. —The total number of Muslim students in all the colleges of the 
Calcutta University was 2,683, i.e., 9'5 per cent, of the total. The number in the professional

Statement V. 

9. Residence 1 of students . — The figures supplied to us by tho principals of the colleges 
show that 6,585 students reside with their parents, 11,9S8 with approved guardians, 5,000 in 
hostels, 403 'in non-collegiate hostels, 2,556 in attached mosses* and 1,750 in unattached 
messes. 4 Not a single student is entered in the column of ‘ unapproved guardians ’ and only 
9 are shewn as residing in unrocognised messes. These figures do not appear to be altogether 
accurate ; it seems clear that the terms have been interpreted in different ways by different 
colleges. (See lieport, Chapters XIX and XXXIX.)

11. Hostel accommodation which should he prodded in the reconstituted l r niecrsit;i of 
Calcutta — In the reconstituted University there will he according to our figures about (5, 112 
undergraduates in arts and science. It is difficult to estimate the number of graduate 
students; but taking the present figure tile number is 3, 338 (excluding those taking up 
teaching courses). Hostel accommodation is provided for engineering students in the Civil 
Engineering College, but accommodation is not provided for medical students. Tin; total 
number ol students in arts, science, law and medicine will J>e 10,(585. The number of 
students who reside with their parents and Anna fulc guardians is about 10 per cent, of this 
total. The number of st udents for whom hostel accommodation will be required in Calcutta 
will therefore* he 00 per cent . of the total number or 0, til" for 2,257 of whom hostel accom- 
modation is available at. present. Additional hostel accommodation will therefore he required 
tor 1,154 2 students. 

It has already been stated in Chapter XIX the living in unattached Masses is unsatis- 
factory, hut that the attached messes, which arc really miniature hostels, should heVontinued 
and gradually replaced by hostels. The number of the students now residing in iho ill (ached 
messes of Calcutta is 2,550. Hostel accommodation will therefore be immediately required in 
Calcutta for (4,151—2,550 or 1,598 students.*

with their parents and bond fide guardians, we should require hostel accommodation for 
1,503 students in the mufassal colleges. 

Increased hostel accommodation will hp required in the * university colleges ’ and the 
accommodation now available in some of the mufassal colleges Avill he used bv the students 
of the intermediate colleges.

Statement X. 

19. Periods which elapse between the first day of the session in the first and third years 
and the actual heyinniny of the teaching work for students in those years, respectively. — The 
session 3910-17 was exceptional owing to the postponement of the matriculation examination. 
But this postponement, did not affect the work of the third year. The delay in beginning 
work in certain colleges appears to be due to the time taken in registering students. Taking 
the third year only, we find that the delay in beginning work amounted to as much as 0 
weeks in some instances, while other colleges found it practicable to begin work immediately 
or almost immediately after the commencement of term. Long delays involve a grave waste 
of the .students’ time. 


Statement XI. 

This statement shows the extra-University courses offered by the colleges of Calcutta 
University. Some of the colleges do indeed offer some subjects of study which belong to 
this category, but they are mostly religious in character or else such as are necessary for 
certain specific, though non-University, examinations, as Plcadcrship or State Medical 
faculty examination. A college or two provided for lectures in subjects like physical 
education or "hygiene.

In the great majority of western universities tlu; classes arc attended not only by persons 
following a regular degree course but by considerable numhors of other persons who desire 
to attend them for various purposes.

Details of tho rules for the management of tie Provident Fund are as 
follows i — 

Extract from (he Proceedings of the Governing Body of the Edward 
College , Po&aa, dated the 10th April , 1915. 

Resolved that the following rules bo adopted for tlio maungomont of 
the College Provident Fund t — 

Pabna Edwabd Collkgh Pbovidknt Fund Rules. 

1. In the following rules : 

(a) * Salary ’ moans monthly salary or allowance drawn during leave, 
but does not include travelling or any other allowance. 

(h) 1 Sorvai't * iuclpdcs every omployeo holding a substantive appoint- 
ment under the Palma Edward Collego Governing Body, whose 
salary exceeds R?. 15, provided that an officer officiating in an 
office which is vacant, or the permanent inemnbout of which does 
not draw any part of tho pay, may, if he is confirmed without in- 
terruption in Igs service, bo allowed to join tho Provident Fund 
with retrospective effect from tho dato of his joining tho officiating 
service. Tho monthly subscriptions to the fund shall not in such 
a case bo less thnn 10 per cent, on tho salury of tho officer till 
all arrear subscriptions aro paid up. 

(t*) * Depositor * means a servaut on whose bdialf a deposit is made 
under theso rules. 

(d) ‘ Interest * means tho interest which is paid on a deposit at a 
Government SavingB Rank under the rulos in forco for Biich Insti- 
tutions. 

(e) ‘ Due notica of resignation of appointment * means in |all cases one 

month’s notice. 

2. Every servant shall be requirod to subscribe at tho rato of 0* per cent, or 

one anna in tho rupoe, on his salary, to a Provident Fund, of which an 
account will be opened at the Post Office Savings Rank. This deduc- 
tion shall bo made by' tho Governing Body upon every salary bill 
presented and tho not salary only shall he paid to the servant. In 
making this deduction fractions of a rupeo of salary should ho omittod. 

3. It shall be competent to tho College Governing Body to contribute to the 
deposit accouut of each servant an amount not exceeding half tho 
deduction made from his salary* under the preceding rule, provided that if 
tho total of the contributions shown in tho hill, on which n remittance os 
made to the Savings Rank, contains a fraction of an anna, it shall he 

I) increased to tho next highest anna by an addition to tho bill of the 
difference between this fraction and unity. These provisional increases 
in the contribution will be shown in the abstract of balances until ad- 
justed at the close of the year ( See rules 10 and II below), but they will 
not appear in tho^epositor’s ledger accounts. 

4. The deductions under Rule 2 and the contribution under Rule 3 shall 

be paid to tho Postmaster for credit to the account of tho Providont 
Fund in the Sowings Bank. Tho payment of tho deduction shall bo 
debited in the accounts to the same head as the salary, and (he con- 
tributions shall be charged to the Establishment sub-head 'Provident 
Fund Contributions/ Tho remittances to tho Savings Bank should, 
whenever possible, he made between the let a^d 4th of each mouth, in 
order that the interest may accrue for the month of deposit. 

4A. it has boon decided by the Postal authorities that deposits on account 
of Provident Fund of Local Fund employees aro held to be made under 
Rule 41 (o) of the Savings Rank Rules nml that tho usual limitations of 
the total amount at credit of each accouut laid down in Rule 42(J) do 
not apply to them. When, however, the investment of any* portion of 
the amount out of the balance at credit of the account is found 
desirable, the amount will, on application by tho Governing Body, bo 
withdrawn, and tho investment made by the Postal authorities. The 
interest will be drawn by the Post Office and crodited in the Saving 
• Bank accounts. Tho actual cost of purchase of such securities will be 
• added to the balance in the Savings Bank to obtain the total balance 
of the Provident Fund Lodger, any excess interest received over that 
shown in the lodger owing to the rate obtained on the investment 
being slightly higher than thn Savings Bank rato shonld be drawn and 
credited as a " Miscellaneous Receipt ” in tho college accounts. 

6. No part of the contribution, excepting his own, will bo available to the 

depositor before at least 3 (throe) years* contributions have been made. 
0. The doposits and contributions, with interest thereon, at the credit of 
any servant, may be withdrawn:— • 

(i) On the decoase of the depositor, when tho amount shall bo paid 

to hit legal heirs ; or 

(ii) On his oeniing to be a servant of tho Pabna Edward College, by 

retirement, reduction of establishment or admission in tbo Govern- 
ment service, when tho amount shall be credited to the servant 
himself. 

7. If a servant is di missed, removod, or called upon to resign on accouut 

of misconduct or incapacity, or if he rosigns without due notice, tlio 
Pabna Edward Collego Governing Body may withhold all or any part 
of the contribution allotted to him, with tho intorest accrued thereon 
and pay to tho servant ouly the balance to his credit, without such 
contribution aod the interest thereon. In the case of there hoing any 
outstandings against a servant who may have resigned, or been dismis- 
sed, the Pabna Edward College Governing Body may deduct tho 
amount of such outstandings from his deposits, and pay him tho 
balanoe after such deduction. •

register, in which subsequent repayments shall bo noted to avoid a 
double payment. 

IV. Resolved that the Providont Scheme be given effect to from the 1st 
April, 1915, but the Governing Body’s contribution to tho fund 
under paragraph 3 of tho foregoing rules, Bhall, for tho present, bo only 
one-quarter of the depositors’ subscriptions, «>., ono pico por each 
rupee qf salary. 


A deduction of one anna per rupee (fraction of a rupee boing left out) is 
made from the pay and half-auoa per rupee is contributed by tho eollcgc.

i I.— The Fund shall be called the Scottish Churches College Provident 

, Fund. 

! II. -Thu Indian members of the College and School Staffs shall subscribe 

| to the Fund according to the following Rules. 

ilir. — The Fuud shall ho managed hy the Principal of tin* College, the 
Secretary of the College Senatus, and two of the subscribers chosen 
annually hy the subscribers. 

IV. — All moneys belonging to the Fund shall he held and invested in the 
names of the Principal aud the Secretary of the Senatus ; and one of the 
subscribers chosen by the otlior subscribers, according to Rnlo III, shall 
bo the Secrotary, and shall keep the books of tho Fund, the books to be 
audited yearly hy an independent auditor and the audited accounts 
submitted to the Senatus, 

V. — Each India* member of the College and School Staff shall subscribe 5 

per cent, of his salary monthly. 

VJ.— -A suiu equal to the annual amount of the Subscriptions realised under 
Rulo V will bo paid into tho Fund from the local income of the College 
• or School, as the case may he. 

VII. — -In case any subscriber is irregular in bis Attendance, or un- 
satisfactory in the performance of his duties, tho Principal may deduct 
from tho amount payable under Kulo VI a sum equal to the annual 
contribution of tho said subscriber, this deduction being taken from the 
amount credited to the said subscriber. 

VIII. — ' Tho money raisod under RuioaAT and VI shall be deposited, in tho 
names of tho Principal and tho Secretary of Sonatns, in the Post Office 
Savifigs Hank or in Government securities or in Fixed Deposits in a 
Hank or Banks to be selected by Hie contributors and approved by tho 
Senatus. 

IX. — -The Secretary of the Fund shall keep an account of the investments, 
ami of the amounts credited each month to each subscriber, and of the 
interest to be credited to each subscriber at the time tho interest falls 
duo. 

X. — In ease of retirement, from whatever cause, before ho has completed 

seven years’aervicc, a subscriber shall rcceivo only his own contributions 
up to date, together with the interest thereon calculated up to the end 
of the half-year immediately preceding his retirement. 

XI. — I u case of death at any lime, or of retirement from duly certified 
sickness after he has completed seven years’ service, or of retirement, 
from whatever cause, after he has completed twenty years* service, a 
subscriber, or his heirs, executors or administrators, as the ea«e may be, 
will bo entitled td the sum credited to him in the Secretary’s hooks, at 
the date of his retirement or death ; this sum consisting, in accordance 
with the preceding rules, of the aggregate of his owu contributions up 
to date and of tho sums allotted to him from the College or School 
funds, and of the interest thereon calculated np to the end of the half- 
year immediately preceding Ida retirement or death. 

XII. -— In the event of a subscriber having his services dispensed with 
through no fault of his own, after he haf completed seven years* 
service, he wil'. be entitlod to the sum credited to him in the Secretary’s 
books, at the date of his re tirement, as in Rule XI. 

XIII. —Tn cases of retirement not providod for in Rules X, XI, and XII,

XIV. — In the event of any subscriber being dismissed the service he will 
be entitled only to his own contributions up to dato* together wit h 
the interest thereon calculated up to the end of the half-year itmno- 

• diatcly preceding his dismissal. 

,XV. — Expenditure incurred in connexion with tho management of the 
Fund shall bo defrayed from the Fund, tho liabjlUyof individual 
subscribers being proportional to tho amounts nt their credit ; but 
oxpenditure'incurred on account of litigation regarding the disposal of 
any subscriber's share' in tho Fund shall bo defrayed, in the first place 
from tbat share, and, in the event of that share being insufficient, the 
oxcoss expenditure shall, subject to tho consent of the Board of 
Management referred to in Itulo III, fall upon tho General Fund. 

XVI. — When a subscriber ceases to belong to thf Fund, the College or 
School contributions mode on bis account shall bo repaid to the Fund 
from which they arc taken, except in so far at ho is entitled to these 
contributions under the foregoing Buies. 

XVII. — For the purpose of this Fund, no account shall bo taken of Service 
in the General Assembly's Institution, Duff College, or Duff Collegiate 
Sohool, prior to the union of tho Colleges, except for the determination 
of the period of service, referred to in Rules X, XI, aud XII * for this 
purpose such previous service shell be added to the Service completed in 
the Scottish Churches College or Collegiato School.

18, provided that an officer officiat- 
ing in an office which is vacant, or tho permanent incumbent of which 
does not draw any part of tho pay or count service, may, if he is con- 
firmed without interruption in his service, bo allowed to join tho Provid- 
ent Fund with retrospective effect from tho dato of his joining tho 
officiating service.
